■When you are dealing with Russia, sometimes the best you can do 
is to come up with an educated guess, based on inadequate facts, =nd 
an estimate of vdiat they have done in the past. 

In that connection-~and this is more from the point of view of 
your particular functions as Mayors of our great cities— the Sovl*;ts are 
able to learn a great deal more about us than we are about them. We pub- 
lish the essential facts of our situation to the world. We tell the worii 
T/here our installations are, where we are making this and that. He give 
them a great deal of information. In fact, I think we give them probaLly 
too much, but it is a very difficult problem. When you have to decide 
between the maintenance of our freedoms, our freedom of the press and 
our other freedoms, and possibly disclosing more information than an 
intelligence officer would liJke to see disclosed, I can quite undarstauc 
th^b\jii®e our freedoms are much more important. If we start to abriai^

TShen Stalin died, early last spring, a change came about in the Soviet 
Union; but that change, in our opinion, has not affected its basic foreign 
policy.

We had not realized-— an i not 
until Stalin’s death did we realize— the extent to ifdiich that old dicta- 
tor had really taken hold of the country and of all people^ anc. - ■

The Lenin line has been disinterred and broTight out again; the Stalin

Stalin had frozen the Soviet internal policy into a rigid framework— - 
and the framework is still rigid enou^. He had set so rigid a framework 
idiat the people themselves were beginning to feel impatient. He liad 
frozen their foreign policjfa into a rigidity even men Ixke lolfftov 

did not like. They blamed Stalin for the break with Yugoslavia. Thee/ 
probably blamed Stalin pretty largely for the war in Korea and for many 
other"l*i^;d-jEfccti®^ ii(r*i^reign policy. So "vdien he disappeared, tiey 
decided to change certain features of their system. That does not n«axi, 
as I said before, that they have relaxed to anj; g reat ^tent. They have, 
however, j p - fa ire taken a new look at xhe ^ituation. They nave 

clamped certain restrictions on the internal police. Beria’s dismissal 
and execution is undoubtedly due to the fact that they wanted to curt

They also found apparently that they weren’t giving their peoi>le

a real effort now to give them more. One of the interesting things that 
we have to watch is as to what extent, if at all, that will force them 
to cut down on their production of munitioi^ and war material. So far 


we have seen very little sign of reduction. They have been us:ng

foreign market. You may have seen jin the papers ^^orts| of sale 03 '

We see no signs, however, of a change in their foreign policy 
as far as objectives are concerned.

They are tiying to give o itwardl' 
more flexible, a more amenable airj but when it comes to the hard questiosi 
as to whether they will make any concessions, either in regard to iJurope

They have other possibilitl as 
for maneuvering, particularly in the Far East. The result is that since

He liad frozen their foreign 
policies into a rigidity that even men like Molotoi' lid jtoi 
like. They blauned Stalin for the break with Yugoslavia. 

They probably blamed Stalin pretty largely for the wat in 
Korea and for many other rigid actions in foreign policy. 

So when he disappeared, they decided to cliange certain f ires 
of their system. That does net aean, as I said before, tdi& ; 
they have relaxed to any great extent. Tliey have, however. 
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in agriculture taken a new look at the situation* They have 
clamped certain restrictions on the internal police. ?eria*s 
dismissal and disappearance is undoubtedly due to the fact 
that they wanted to curb the secret police. They nore or l#is 
put a sign upl Don’t walk on the grass, but if you walk on 
the path, we won’t worry /ou so much. In the other dafs, y 
never could tell — you might be walking on the grass or walk ag 
on the path and still you find yourself in Jail. Noti where is 
more or less a sign: Keep off the grass and we will give y *!!

They also found^ apparently^ that they weren’t givin 
their people enough from the point of viev/ of consumer’s go > la 
and they are making a real effort now to g;ive then lore 
consumer’s goods. One of the interesting things that we bs 'e 
to watch is as to what extant, if at all, that will force 
them to cut down on their production of munitions and war 
material. So far we have seen very little sign of that. 

They have be®n using recently quite a little of their gold ;o 
buy consumer’s goods in the foreign markets.

Soviet intentions: It Is our view that the Soviet 


does not now desire to provoke a hot imr. They might stumble 
into one. They might feel they were crowded into one, but we 
do not feel, looking over the next six, A eight months, or 
a year,

It is hard to predict for a longer period. They are doinp w 
in the cold war. That is one of the reasons. They have '^rcs eet 
for further successes in the Far East, The situation in Jnd ch:'

They view it as a situation frau/;ht with possibilities as tar 
as they are concerned. 

They desire also to build up their atomic stockpil 
and they desire presutaably to build up their long-range boa er^

The Soviet has, however, such inherent strength 
the military and other points of view, that it wouldn*t be : aff 
for us to let our guards down. Here are some of their olemerts 
of strength. They have a great advantage, of course, in ha inf 
a central position from v;hich they can sttfike out in variou^i 
directions, protected by their great land itass, the Soviet 
Union, including Siberia, and then flanked by their satellites. 
One of the reasons for their keeping a tight hold on the sal ell 5 
is to protect the Soviet heartland, Tnat rnakes them, as history 
has shown, in the long run relatively invulnerable to land ettae 
and presumably therefore only vulnerable to air attack.
